Hi  there, 

My  building  manager,  Freddy,  has  lived  in  our  building  (On  sunset  and  glendale)  for  over  8  years,  and  in  the 
neighborhood  for  most  of  his  life.  I  believe  he  paid  a  reduced  rent  in  return  for  acting  as  the  manager.  Recently,  his 
longterm  girlfriend  passed  away  after  dealing  with  multiple  illnesses.  She  was  a  housekeeper  professionally,  and  the 
primary  breadwinner  for  their  household.  Without  her  income,  and  after  having  to  pay  for  her  grave  services,  Freddy  was 
unable  to  make  rent  for  several  months  in  a  row. 

He  got  himself  into  therapy  to  help  deal  with  her  death,  and  actively  fought  his  eviction,  but  was  ultimately  forced  out  of 
the  building.  He  is  now  living  primarily  under  the  bridge,  next  to  our  apartment  building  on  Glendale.  He  has  no  pets  or 
car,  and  I  really  do  hope  this  is  a  temporary  situation  for  him  as  he  figures  out  long-term  work  and  get  back  in  to 
permanent  shelter.  He  would  be  a  really  good  candidate  for  the  new  bridge  housing,  and  is  someone  in  dire  need  as  I  do 
worry  about  his  mental  health  without  stable  access  to  services  and  shelter.  I  read  that  spots  in  these  facilities  are  being 
issued  on  the  ground  to  people  within  the  neighborhood,  but  I'm  not  sure  that  as  someone  newly  homeless,  Freddy  would 
know  how  to  search  out  these  services.  If  there  is  anyone  I  can  talk  to  or  any  resources  I  can  get  to  him  I  would  really 
appreciate  it.
